EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

1 . The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 18, 24, 31, 41, 48, 49, 50 and 51 have been amended and 
made of record as requested via Fax to Examiner, dated 8/30/2007. 

Claims 2, 3, 6, 8-10, 12, 14, 17, 19-23, 25-30, 32-38 and 42-47 have been 
cancelled. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 11, 13, 15, 16, 18, 24, 31, 39-41 and 48-51 remain in the 
application. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 11, 13, 15, 16, 18, 24, 31, 39-41 and 48-51 allowed over 
prior art of record, Tiedemann Jr. et al. (US 2002/0154610), Kay et al. (US 5,299,198) 
and Koo et al. (US 6,804,219). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The instant application relates to call setup and minimizing delays in setting up 
calls. The inventive method steps include "assigning a primary channel, by the BS to 
MS, and a supplemental channel upon determining whether or not MS will require 
higher data rate channel at the time when MS is in a non-traffic state" , as in claims 1 , 
18, 31, 41, 48- 51 , thereby improving call set up delay time. The closest prior art of 
record, Tiedemann, Jr. et al. (US 20020154610), Kay et al. (US 5,299,198) and Koo et 
al. (US 6,804,219) disclose sending a control signal to determine the capacity and, 
based on this determination, allocating forward and reverse traffic channel while MS is 
in traffic state, causing delays in setting of a call. The Prior art, taken alone or in 
combination fails to disclose the above underlined limitations, and render the above 
claims allowable.
